Cosmopolitan, is unusually timely. 
Dr. Hoffman has given much study to the reasons 
underlying self-destruction and is recognised as 
somewhat of an authority in this strange field of 
investigation. 
His conclusions are interesting. He 
says: 
“Suicide is civilization’s footprint 
Savages 
and barbaric tribes know it not.”

In thk connection he cites the figures on suicides 
among whites and negroes in the South. 
Whereas 
the suicide tkU i yfciéhg ttóí édWie riihe hi 7.8 per 
100,000. the rate among the negroes i.t only 1.9. 


“We are becoming too soft,” Dr. Hoffman con­ 
tinues, “physically and mentally. ^Today we whimp­ 
er if the bathroom water W B «VW.” adding: 
We are becoming too **motional, ’too inclined 
to regard weakness with sympathy. 
There is 
less willingness to submit to the hardships of 
life—a reluctuance to enduyy physical suffering. 
In the final analysis suicide certainly Is a 1 
mor.t obvious evidence of failure^ Cl the part of 
the individual to adjust hbrteell^fMceas.uily to 
his environment. 
However hard the struggle 
for existence, we are herd dRUurvive it and, 
to a large extent, to make ourselves the masters 
of our fate. 
The person who la interested in others is 
less likely to commit suicide. 
The present day 
tendency is towards an exaggerated interest 
in self. 
We must be directly and seriously con­ 
cerned with the welfare of others to be 
truly 
happy, and to realize that our life is serving a , 
useful purpose.

Thinking only of self, of
